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SLAVES IN BELGIAN CONGO 
STARVING BY THOUSANDS 


Crops Killed by Drouth, Food Refused by 
British East for Fear of Famine There, 
Relief Work Is Inadequate 


By the Associated Press. 

KAMPALA, UGANDA, BRITISH 
EAST AFRICA, April 6.—The 
Bahuti, a slave race in the Belgian 


Conzo, isin a desperate plight from 
famine brought about by drouth 
and inefficient cultivation of land. 
Thousands already have perished 


from hunger and disease which 
follows in its wake. 
Under a long-standing’ feudal 


system the Bahitis are subject of 
the Batusi, or ruling people. ‘The 
dominant Batusis who own herds 
of cows, care little for the welfare 
of their slaves, 

The Bahutis now are virtually 
without food, either purchasable 
or grown. The situation has grown 
steadily worse since the drouth of 
August, 1927, and there has been 
little rain since. 

Belgian food distributing centers 


at Rukira, Gatsibu and Kigali and | 


three other places have been unable 
to cope with the relief problem on 
account of difficultics in transpor- 
tation by porters and the lack of 
roads, 

Emaciated and hungry, the serfs 
since November have been growing 
more and more desperate. lL oreed 
to choose between a long trek in 
search offood or a siow death they 


began migrating into the Lganda 
territory, which is under’ British 
control. In December the Uganda 
Government, pleading the necessity 
of conserving its own supplies, pro- 


hibited the sale or export of food 


to the famine areca. 

Thus the foodless natives are 
shut in the trap of starvation with 
little hope of salvation. The 
ravenous population is hemmed by 
the Tagera River in the north and 
eust, and barred by Uganda on the 
north. ‘ood iniported from the 
west is almost all bought up by 
the Belgian Government and the 
mines. 

It is estimated that about 50,000 
starving Bahutis passed through 
Mbarara in the Uganda region, the 
route of the trek being littered 
With cOlpsus.

The Juan, bound for Baltimore 
with a cargo of bananas from Hon- 
duras, hove to and allowed two 
dungarece-clad sailors, with pistols 
strapped around their waists, to 
ask for the ship’s papers and make 
au perfunctory search for liquor. 
None was found. 

Indignant at what he termed the 


“high-handed” manner taken. by 
those on the Federal craft, Paul 
E. Kesterson, a _ pilot who had 
boarded the Juan outside’ the 
Capes, filed a deposition of protest 
with Charles C. Schroeder, secre- 


tary to the Norwegian vice-consul 
where. Kesterson asserted the last 
shot fired by the Coast Guard 
would have struck the Juan had he 
not hove the vessel to and swung 
to starboard. The shot screamed 
over the stern of the Juan and 
landed in the water a hundred 
yards away, he said. 
Followed by Patrol Woats. 

The Coast Guard cutter, with 
markings C. G. 189 painted on the 
side, approached the Juan within 
talking distance when kesterson 
was taken aboard outside. the 
Capes, he said. At that time the 
patrol gave no sign and made no 
effort to board the Juan, content-

“f! boarded the Juan from the 
pilot ship about 7 a. m. Friday,” 
Kesterson said. “I met Capt. An- 
dersen and then with the first of- 
ficer (Johann Bovim) went to the 
bridge. 1 noticed that the Coast 
Guard boat was nearby—within 
talking distance, as a matter of 
fact—pbut I paid no attention to the 
way it was being handled, except 
to notice that once or twice it got 
too close,

which marks the bend northward 
to proceed up the bay, Ll heard 
three shots fired, but I paid no 
attention to them and neither did 
the first officer.

defensive tactics, might be expect- 
ed to think of by themselves. It 
was his manner of handling the 
case, his insistence upon turning 
each debatable question inside out, 
that contributed to the unexpected 
length which the hearing has at- 
tained. Dismissal of the men from 
the university faculty was reconi- 
mended by the executive board of 
the Board of Curators following in- 
vestigation of a sex questionnaire 
issued by one of Dr. De Graff's 
classes. 

After the night session had been 
on for several hours, it seemed

Ends Eighth Week.

PATIS, April 6.—The air 
full of figures and rumors of fig- 
ures tonight at the end of the 
eighth week of work by the sec- 
ond Dawes.committee to arrive at 
a new settlement of German rep- 
arations, Some of them, based 
apparently on excellent authority, 
contradicted others based on equal- 
ly good authority, which was tak- 
en to show that all figures thus 
far mentioned are tentative and 
not yet near their final form. 

What is Known for a ceriainty 
is that the allied financial experts 
on the committee have told the 
Germans what they are going to 
demand. ‘Taking into cM&sidera- 
tion the known elements of the 
Allied claims, these demands may 
safely be said to be in the neigh- 
borhood of $14,000,000,000 or 56,- 
000,000,000 gold marks. 

France, the biggest and fealty oy 
the neediest of reparations credi 
ors, asks for $7,125,000,000 for war 
debts, of which she would apply 
$4,000,000,000 to her American 
debt and $3,000,000,000 to her 
British debt. 

Reconstruction Left Out. 

Computing the claims of the 
other creditors on the percentages 
fixed at Spa, Germany, for the 
division of reparations the total 
for the Allies on this basis would 
be nearly $14,000,000,000 without 
reckoning anything for the French 
outlay on reconstruction work in 
her devastated provinces. 

France has spent $4,000,000,000 
to restore these regions. It is 
known that in consideration for 
some such inducement as a Con- 
siderable amount of ready cash 
she would be willing to sacrifice 
part of what she claims for re- 
construction. If she were willing 
to cut these claims in two, there 
would remain $2,000,000,000 more 
to be demanded of Germany. But, 
on the other hand, the British 
claim under the Balfour note 
would be reduced in the final set- 
tlement so as largely to compen- 
sate for that amount. :

NACO, Sonora, April 6.—Beaten 
off with as yet undetermined loss- 
es in their first concerted attempt 
to wrest Naco from Federal dom. 
ination, 1500 rebel troops tonight 
were resting among the mesquite 
and cacti On a purely sporting 
basis, they were engaging In more 
or less whole-hearted sniping with 
the Federals in the Naco trenches. 

The campfires of the rebel Gen- 
crals Topete, Yucupicio and Cantu 
glowed in a gullen semi-circle 
around Naco tonight. The rebel 
forces were driven back by the de- 
fending forces of Gen. Lucas Gon 
zalez. : 

Federal losses in today’s scorch- 
ing three-hour battle were checked 
officiaNy tonight as two wounded 
and none killed. Entrenched be- 
hind earthen breastworks, the Fed- 
erals were obliged to expose them- 
selves little in repulsing the rebel 
charges. : 

Rebel dead and wounded, in 
numbers unknown, lay outside the 
trenches between the opposing 
forces, crossed continually by a 
humming enfilade of snipers’ bul- 
lets. 

Bullets Reach U. 8. Side. 

Preceding the opening of the 
battle early in the day, an Ameri- 
can trooper. Private John Finezee, 
Negro trooper in the Tenth Cav- 
alry, was shot in the chest in a 
brief encounter between a United 
States patrol and Mexicans thought 
to be rebels on the border eight 
miles east of here. Other casual- 
tiles on the American side of the 
line during the battle were listed 
as two Mexicans, a girland a wom- 
an who were slightly wounded by 
rifle bullets. 

A rebel plane attacking the 
Federal trenches dropped a bomb 
on the Arizona side of the line. 
It exploded 50 feet from the West- 
ern LUnion Telegraph office, 
Charles. Newton was slightly 
wounded in the leg by the bomb. 
Brigadier-General Frank 8. Cocheu, 
in charge of the American border 
forces here, reported this incident 
to Washington and sent a protest 
to Gen. Topete. 

Capt. T. M. Rundel, courtier for 
Gen. Cocheu, returned to the Amer- 
ican Army camp this afternoon with 
assurances from Gen. Topete that 
no more bombs would be dropped 
on the Mexican Federal garrison at 
Naco, Sonora. Topete said he 
would Instruct his pilots to attack 
the Federal town hereafter only 
with machine guns. e 

Tanks and Planes Used. 

Airplanes, tanks. infantry and 
cavalry of the revolutionary forces 
launched the long-threatened at- 
tack upon Naco. The city was de- 
fended by 890 Federal troops whose 
number was increased to nearly 
1109 during progress of the battic 
by the arrival from El Paso of a 
train loud of Mexican soldiers who 
had been interned at Fort Bilis. 
The. reinforcements were permitted 
to march from the American side 
across the border. The rebel at- 
tackers numbered more than 1500. 

Two airplanes, two tanks, about 
560 cavairymen and columns of in- 
fantry joined tn the rebel assault 
shortly after dawn. These forces 
succeeded in penetrating a ceme- 
tery east of town and drove the 
Federals from the front lHhne 
trenches. despite a withering fire.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—Per- 
mission to complete the merger of 
the Chesapeake & Ohio Rallway 
with the Pere Marquette System 
upon terms satisfactory to the Van 


Sweringen interests was granted to- 
day by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

The Cresapeake & Ohio re- 
ceived authority to pay $133.33. a 
share for all Pere Marquette stock 
held by the Nickel Plate Railroad, 
to pay tnat price for any other 
Pere Marquette stock obtainable in 
the coming year, and to finance 
the transaction by selling $30,000,- 
000 of its own common stock to its 
present stockholders at par. 

The decision cleared away sev- 
eral obstacles to the merger of the 
two roads, and complied with pe- 
titions presented in behalf of the 
carriers and in behalf of O. P. and 
M. J. Van Sweringen of Cleveland, 
who dominate the affairs of the 
three systems, 

By the commission's original de- 
cision, the Chesapeake & Ohio, 
whose common stock now is selling 
above $200 a share on the open 
market, would have been required 
to finance its Pere Marquette ac- 
‘quisition by selling 200,000 shares 
of its own stock to ita stockholders 
at $150 a share. 

The road protested against the 
fixing of a price above par, and 
today’s order will allow stockhold- 
ers to acquire 300,000 shares ine 
stead of 200,000, of new Chesa- 
peake & Ohio stock and to pay 
only $100 per share for it, 

Further, the Chesapeake & Ohie 
will pe allowed to purchase 174,900 
shares of Pere Marquette common 
stock from the Nickel Plate Rail- 
road, which now owes it, for 
$133.33 a share, the previous de- 
cision having limited the figure to 


$110. The Chesapeake & Ohio also

At the same time legislation, in- 
stead of providing ‘or public own- 
ership of toll bridges, had granted 
permission for construction of 535 
toll bridges, 88 per cent of which | 
were privately exploited. Of the! 
bridges under construction at the 
time, 69 per cent were privately 
owned. 

Of the 424 toll bridges in opera- 
tion at the time 217 were on Fed- 
eral-aid highway systems—the 
main public highway arteries of |

the country. 

Prior to 1922 there were 
t-o years, 1910 and 1919, when| 
jhere Were aS many as six new toll 
bridges open to traffic, yet the to- 
fal number constructed from 1900 | 
to 1921 was only 67, or an average | 
of three a year for the 22-year 
period. 

An idea of the profits realized 
by the operation of such bridges 
by private cited by 
Representative La Guardia of New | 
York. One bridge was constructed | 
at a cost of $163,358. In four | 
years this bridge had more than 
twice paid for itself with an earn- 
ing of $353,936. 

Publicly owned toll bridges op- 
erate differently. They are con- 
structed through issuance of bonds.

WGY Uses Antenna 
Of Tenfold Power 
For Byrd Programs 


Makes 20,000-Watt Station as 
Effective as 200,000 Watter 
Using Ordinary Aerial. 


An antenna that increases the 
directional power of W2XAF, the 
short-wave station of WGY, 10 
times, making a 20,000-watt sta- 
tion, equivalent to one of 200,009 
watts in effectivenessin one direc- 
tion, has been erected at the South 
Schenectady transmitter laboratory 
of the General Electric Co. This 
antenna faces southward and is 
used for one program only once 
every other week. 

The engineers call it the “Byrd” 
antenna because when it is in use 
the message is directed to Com- 
mander Byrd and his men at Little 
America, Bay of Whales, Antarc- 
tica. 

The Byrd antenna is Dr. E. F. 
W. Alexanderson’s -ontribution to 
happiness of the expedition as they 
winter through the long Antarctic 
night. In erecting this special 
antenna, General Electric engineers 
are using for the Byrd broadcasts 
the latest devices known to the art 
to promote reliability of reception. 
While it is too much to hope that 
all programs will reach their Polar 
destination, it is expected that by 
the use of the Byrd antenna, the 
chances of getting through static 
with a good signal are very much 
greater. 

This particular antenna was used 
for the first time Saturday night, 
March 23, and within 15 minutes 
after the conclusion of the pro- 
gram, WFA, the Byrd transmitter 
reported in code that the entire 
program had been received through 
speakers. 

The Byrd antenna is of the hori- 
zontal checkerboard type and is 
similar to the one constructed for 
program transmission to Germany 
and for facsimile developmental 
work with the Pacific Coast. It 
is one of a dozen or more antennas 
which sway above the 54 acre 
transmitter laboratory at South 
Schenectady. These antennas hang 
from steel masts 150 to 300 feet 
high, from plain wooden masts and 
from masts with cross bars, not 
unlike scaffolds in appearance. 

Ordinarily, W2XAF, the 31.48 
meter transmitter of WGY, uses a 
vertical antenna about 50 feet in 
length. The new antenna is actu- 
ally 12 antennas in one, consist- 
ing of two sections of a checker- 
board, each section made up of 
three squares. One _ section is 
known as a reflector. Only the 
horizontal wires of the system func- 
tion as antennas, the vertical wires 
being for support or power trans- 


utilizes | 


mission to radiating wires. 

The horizontal antenna was de- 
veloped following years of research 
along lines suggested by Dr. Alex- 
anderson, consulting engineer of 
General Electric. The effective- 
ness and carrying poWer of hori- 
zontally polarized radiation were 
discovered by Dr. Alexandevson in 
1924. When = transmitting with 
horizontally polarized waves, the 
so-called ground wave is quickly 
absorbed, leaving only the high- 
angle radiation which in its carry- 
ing power appears superior to the 
vertically polarized wave. With 
the horizontally polarized system 
it is possible to shoot most of the 
energy into the air and, with the 
antenna now in use, to direct the 
greater part of this energy in any 
desired direction instead of dissi- 
pating it in every direction over a 
comparatively small area, 

The use of horizontal antennas 
in facsimile work has assisted im- 
measurably in assuring transmis- 
sion to the Pacific Coast. Both 
German and English radio observ- 
ers have reported a great increase 
in signal strength of short wave 
broadcast signals when the _ hori- 
zontal antenna system is used. 

All future Byrd programs of 
WGY will be broadcast on the spe- 
cial antenna.

tests had been made with WWVA, 
Wheeling, W. Va., and WDRC, New 
Haven; Conn.

John V. L. Hogan, New York 
consulting radio engineer, who 
helped with the tests, said the 
“operation was successful.” At 
his home in Forest Hills, Long 
Island, Hogan picked up the orig- 
inal program as it came from 
WENR and on another set he got 
@ program that was being broad- 
cast from WDRC The rebroad- 
cast program came in with much 
more volume than did the original 
and was not affected as much by 
fading. 

Having made the tests on a 
broadcasting frequency it is now 
the desire of the WENR interests 
to make the same type of test on 
short waves. On the short waves 
programs are much more suscep- 
tible to fading but this fading is 
more easily overcome than fading 
on long waves. There are several 
ways in which this may be done.. 
First the program may be sent 
from two or more antennas, a mile 
or so apart. This may prevent 
fading, as one of the peculiarities 
of this phenomena is that it is sel- 
dom the same in two places. The 
Same effect may be obtained by a 
Similar disposition of antennas at 
the receiving end. Again, the pro- 
gram may be sent over more than 
one channel with the result that 
at the receiving end the volume 
effect is cumulative. 

The main purpose of such re- 
broadcasting of a _ station’s pro- 
grams is to increase the audience 
of a given station, really to buiid 
up a chain. 

Such a chain would differ ‘little 
from the ones now in operation, 
except that the station doing the 
rebroadcasting would be at liberty 
to use the programs of the parent 
station if and when it felt like so 
doing, as there would be no wires 
to lease in advance. This would 
make the programs of individual] 
Stations more flexible.

Long. hard days of work followed. 
At first Mrs. Jackson and her daugh- 
ter tried to carry on the business 
without aid, Kitty and Carrol helping. 
There would be hours with the needle, 
then hours of selling. Orders began to 
come in by telephone. 


S FAST as the modest profite ac- 

crued, Mrs. Jackson put the mon- 

ey into materials. Then one day 
she put an ad in the daily paper, 
“Competent sewing women wanted.” 
Two were employed, later two more 
and finally almost every seamstress in 
town was working under the direction 
of Mre. Jackson. The spacious house 
filled up rapidly. Scraps of pink and 
white material were everywhere. None 
but the best neediewomen could quall- 
fy and those who were most skilled 
were assigned the fine handwork that 
finishes each garment. 

By this time, of course, the busl- 
ness had spread far beyond the con- 
fines of the town of Guthrie. Okla- 
homa is.a friendly State and news— 
good news at any rate—still travels 
by word of mouth. Thus Mra. Jack- 


80n's reputation spread. At first with- 
out solicitation orders came _ from 
Tulsa, Oklahoma City and elsewhere. 
After a time Mrs. Jackson began to 
develop this out-of-town trade, driving 
hundreds of miles in her car in the 
course of a week's trip. 

When the Jackson home was filled 
to the last closet with this business 
that was growing sq astonishingly the 
head of the firm leased a building in 
the town. From Oklahoma the Kitty 
Carrol Lingerie line spread into Kan- 
sas and Texas. Mrs. Jackson discov- 
ered that she had so many responsibili- 
tles she was no longer able to do as 
much of her own house-to-house can- 
vassing as she had at the start. She 
established agenta in all the leading 
towns in the states in which she had 
first introduced her product. 

Mrs, Jackson's business is no longer 
even a sectional one. It has leaped 
the boundaries of the Southwest and 
today there are sales agents ingalinost 
every state. At 71 she ean sit back 
for a moment and contemplate her 
succesa. But not for long, for there 
are plans and ambitions In her head 
that are not yet fulfilled. 

The popular combination, which was 
a tallored garment selling at a mod- 
erate price, was the beginning of a 
line of individual creations in geor- 
gette, chiffon and so forth. Four times 
u year Mrs. Jackson goes to New York 
to select materials. Once, sometimes 
twice, during every year she goes to 
Paris for atyles and to Brussels for 
laces.

But such it proved to be. Stricken a few 
days later with pneumonia, O'Higgins 
died on February 28. Funeral services 
were conducted March 2 by the Rev. 
A. H. Robinson, pastor of All Souls 
Unitanan Church of Plainfield, and 
Paul Ellerbee of New York read over 
the suthors body his own paper as a 
last farewell.

All the attempted thinking that I 
have done about religion seems to have 
me®iy torn away from the mystery of 
life the painted veils behind which we 
hide that mystery from us. Man, 
alone, in the desert of a vast and un- 
knowable awesomeness, has hung 
himself around with cozy explanations 
within which he may live unterrified. 
Now for more than half a lifetime I 
have been fumbling my way with im- 
patient curiosity through these lovely 
illusions, and I come out at last on a 
sublimity of ignorance more uplifting 
than faith and as bottomless as de- 
spair. I have arrived nowhere. I am 
back where primitive man was when 
he began to invent his first religion. 
And I cannot invent one. 

Here I sit at a writing desk in a 
warm study, with a wood-fire purring 
in the fireplace and the winter night 
frozen in silence outside my windows. 
If I turn my head I see the stars shin- 
ing in the bare sky. Where am I? Mys- 
tery! What am I? Mystery! What 
are the desk, the fire, the room? More 
mysteries’ 


RECALL the saying of a famous 
“cientist 


that with all our tele. 
scopes and microscopes and new 
tools of knowledge, man is. still 


4s ignorant of his universe as a 
fly on the ceiling of a closed room. 


And the simile fascinates me. I 
imagine the universe as such a 
room, with the sun as aie huge 


hanging lamp in it and the stars as 
lights in the immense celling. I imag- 
ine myself not as a microscopic germ 
of life on ae Httle library globe 
in such a room, but. the _ pro- 
prietor of the whole apartment, able 
to walk up afd down in it, safe- 
ly at home. It is a room floating in 
space, with endless depths of space 
under the floor, above the celling, be- 
yond the walls. I ask myself: ‘‘Where 
has this miraculous room come from?”’ 


And I have to reply: “Apparently 
out of empty space——from nowhere.” 
ITask: “What has produced it?’ And 
I can only reply: “The emptiness of 
apace——nothing.”’ I go to the closed 
window, open the shutters, look out 
at space and ask myself: ‘“‘But where 
am 1? -Where is this? Where is 
space’’’ And the bottom falls out of 


everything. 

There are no words to express the 
feeling. Dizzy with a physical ver- 
tigo, I am glad to find myself back 
at my desk, ataring at the fire. 

I ask myself: ‘‘What is that fire?’ 
Well, I was taught at college that the 
flame was burning gas released from 
the carbon of the wood by the action 
of the heat. The carbon was an ele- 
ment, an indestructible and basic ele- 
ment, made up of atoms of carbon 
which were indivisible.

Even to the atom of 
carbon. ‘‘The properties and quali- 
ties of the different elements depend 
on the number and arrangement of the

HYSICALLY, I am an organized 
P componitis of positive and neg- 

ative particles of electricity, sit- 
ting on another assembly of such par- 
ticles, in a room whose furniture and 
walls and floor and ceiling are equally 
linmateria!. 

I and the desk and the room and the 
bricks. of the fireplace are no more 
BOlid matter than the flame that is 
darting up my chimney. I am a sort 
of electrical phenomenon, more dur- 
able but no more substantial than a 
streak of lightning. I am, as it were, 
a denser form of electricity than the 
air I breathe or the flame I watch, but 
less dense than the chair I sit on or 
the pencil I hold. I am transparent to 
the X-ray; and the waves from the 
broadcasting stations of the radio com- 
panies pass through me more easily 
than the wind through a tennis net. 
If a disembodied spirit were suddenly

AM, then, an Organized electrical 
[ brenomenon, sitting in a room 
that is the same, in a house no 
different, on an earth made up of 
revolving electrical units and itself 
revolving in a revolving universe 
of nothing else. There is no longer 
any so-cailed matter left for the 
scientific materialist to rest on. 
Science has become more mystical 
than religion. The scientific uni- 
verse has dissolved into something less 
substantial than a cloud, It is only 
electrical force (whatever force is) in 
motion (whatever motion may be). 
Beside this conception of our existence 
and its environment, the orthodox ar- 
cana Of peligion seem like the inven- 
tions of unimaginative Hottentots. 
While the so-called religious people 
are quarreling about Adam and Eve 
and suppressing books about evolu- 
tion, the scientists are, as it were, dis- 
cussing how the first electron made its 
mystic marriage with the first proton 
and began to produce the universe. 
While the so-called mystics among ua 
are talking about the miracle that is 
the soul in the gross material tene- 
ment that is the body, the scientists 
are teaching that the body is as imma- 
terial as any soul that the mind of the 
mystic has ever tmagined. Religion 
remains coarsely materialistic by com- 
parison. At its most spiritual, it dwells 
on the mystery of death and the dis- 
embodied life of the soul in the here- 
after; but the scientist has made the 
mystery of life more sublime than the 
resurrection; and he pictures the life 


we know in terms as spiritual as any 
that religion has ever used to de- 
scribe the wonders of heaven. 

And suppose I turn from the mys- 
teries of religion to the system of mor- 
ality which religion thas been teaching. 
If I motor down from this electrical 
house on its intangible hillside to the 
railroad station in the nearest town, I 
pass the principal church in the dis- 
trict. Last summer the pastor had put 
up On an announcement-board beside 
his sacred door a printed exhortation 
that read: ‘The Church Protects Your 
Property. Support the Church.’ On 
that rock he proposed to found his 
temple of eternal worship. He had, 
temporarily at least, deserted ‘‘the sub- 
stance of things hoped for and the evi- 
dence of things unseen,”’ in order to 
argue that he and his religion were 
doing a necessary police work by mak- 
ing people moral enough to respect 
your property rights.

Witch Doctor Still — 
Holds Sway in America

PHILADELPHIA. 
HEN airplanes 
bearing the trans- 
continental mail 
streak across the 
Pennsylvania sky, 
simple rustics in 
the hill region near 
Allentown pause on 
their journey to 
the ‘powwow’ doc- 
tor and gaze blankly aloft at the sym- 
bol of modern America which has 
passed them by. Mayhap, they stroke a 
charm or murmur a voodoo prayer. 
They cringe as the shadow falls—the 
shadow is the thing of evil—-and then, 
finding that the fetish has put the evil 
spirit to rout, go scudding on their 
way. The airplane disappears from 
view on the horizon and is gone just 
as modern thought has outstripped 
them plodding 290 years behind. 

It's not through a fear of airplanes 
that they appeal to their cabalistic 
symbols. Airplanes are material 
things more or less commonly encoun- 
tered. Even the simplest peasant of 
‘the district has seen one, for there is 
a landing field in the heart of this 
Central Pennsylvania region. It’s the 
shadow they dread Shadows are 
ominous, especially the fleeting shad- 
ows of outspread wings. They be- 
token devils. And only the witch 
doctor knows how to deal with devils. 
To him must be left the all-important 
function of casting a potent spell. So 
to the witch doctor the benighted 
ones repair. 

In its rush toward civilization and 
prosperity, the rest of the country has 
paused but seldom to peer into the se- 
questered nooks of.the Pennsylvania 
mountain regions. There witchcraft 
flourished unchallenged, almost un- 
suspected. But within the last few 
months the witches have debouched 
from their retreats in such a manner 
as to center a horrified gaze from the 
farthest of the land upon these strange 
communities of the hills. 


SHORT time ago the body of a 
A vous woman was found within 

a stone's throw of an airmail 
landing field near Allentown. She had 
been poisoned. Stuffed in the bosom of 
her dress was & quaint and bizarre as- 
sortment of ancient symbols with 
which she had been provided by a pow- 
wow doctor to shield her from harm. 
Presumably some rite of witchcraft 
was connected with the crime. 

That was the second time medieval! 
beliefs of Central Pennsylvania had 
been brought forcibly to national at- 
tention with a murder. A few months 
earlier there was the case of the re- 
cluse farmer and alleged sorcerer, 
Nelson H. Kehmeyer, near York

about an inquiry which resulted in the 
discovery that throughout the Ger- 
manic counties of York, Berks, Lehigh 
and Lancaster and parts of half a 
dozen others the devices of the witch 
doctor have been: employed for years 
in treating disease and charming away 
trouble. 

Stripped of its fantastic aspects, the 
practice is something like this. The 
person ill or indisposed goes to a 
powwow doctor and seeks advice as 
from a physician. The doctor, who 
keeps regular office hours and sends 
out advertising cards, gives the patient 
some charm to fit his particular dis- 
ease or trouble. Some ‘‘cures”’ are such 
simple expedients as the crossing of 
one’s fingers and others call for pro- 
longed ‘‘treatments” by the wearing of 
strange symbols. 

The doctors are officially known as 
‘“‘Hex'’ doctors. The word comes 
from the German word meaning 
to bewitch: To powwow is to read 
the incantations which bring about the 
cure. 


HE symbols found on the body 
of the murdered woman, Verna 
O. Delp, are characteristic of the 
charms employed. There were three 
of these. The first, written on a piece 
of note paper, was as follows:

A baby suffering from malnutrition 
has, the hex doctor says, ‘‘opnemma’”’ 
—@a@ word coined by the doctor for 
the occasion. The treatment calls for 
a loop of string passed thrice over the 
child, then wrapped around an egg 
which is placed on coals. If the egg 
chars and not the strings, then the 
diagnosis is correct and the child has 
opnemma. Having diagnosed the ail- 
ment, the doctor employs equally 
weird treatment Perhaps, as in the 
case of Miss Delp, the patient must 
wear strange symbols on his clothes 
and mutter strange words over and 
over each day. 

John George Hohman wrote the 
“Long Lost Friend’ in 1820. His 
home was in Rosenthal, near the city 
of Reading, the center of the witch- 
craft practices of the present day. 
There are some strange passages be- 
tween its covers, and this is its prom- 
ise to the reader: 

“Whoever carries this book with 
him is safe from all his enemies, visi- 
ble or invisible, and whoever has this 
book with him cannot be drowned in 
any water or burn up in any fire, nor 
can any ubjust sentence be passed 
upon him So help me.’

The stock went up and up. No doubt 
dreams of trips abroad, mink coats 
and diamond tiaras danced in the fin- 
ger bowl before her as she worked 
under the light from the ornate, lop- 
sided pink shade. 

One night the stock closed—that is, 
the stock market session ended, with 
Canadiaga Marconi at 28 1-2! The man- 
icurist had a roseate evening and a 
night of dreams. It never occurred to 
ber that if she sold then she would 
have cleared several thousand dollars. 
If she had gone to a broker he could 
have told her that study of the reports 
of Canadian Marconi would have 
shown the stock never earned egough 
to pay dividends warranting a quota- 
tion anywhere in the neighborhood of 
$28 1-2 a share. The brokers would 
giadiy have placed the information at 
her disposal, and would even have in- 
terpreted for her the difficult figures. 

But the girl did not think of that. 
Perhaps if the broker who gave her 
the tip had come in she would have 
asked him, but on that exciting day he 
was too busy to think of fingernails.

UT it appears the number of

very, very large. In a similar 
position is a@ man much more world- 
ly wise than the manicurist. He 
has a good job, a home of his 
own and a rather exceptional grown 
son. Likewise, about six months ago 
he had $13,000 saved. You re 
member how the market was boom- 
ing at the time—liike a batch of bread 
mother used to put away to rise be 
fore baking! Weil, this man put his 
pile on stocks. On margin, he bought 
securities listed on the big board, 
United Light and Power, National 
Acme, etec., and including Anaconda 
Copper. 

Today he has six stocks, held on 
margins. of from 3° to 35 per cent, 
and so protected against flurries—and 
he is out, comparing their present 
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market valuation with the price he 
paid, some $2000! The stocks are ali 
good, his brokers say, and think that 
if he hangs on they'll come up to the 
old price again. But this ‘spec’ is 
not happy. He vows if he ever gets 
even he'll quit. Still, for his loss he 
has a magnificent memory. He bought 
Anaconda at 72. When it topped 79 
he sold, eager to take a profit. The 
good copper forthwith zoomed to 140, 
and this particular dabbler will tell 
you that if he had held on he would 
have made well, figure it 
out! Curtously, the dabbler’s broker 
thought he was wise to sell. He was 
one of the older brokers, accustomed 
to markets wherein 50-point rises in 
a day were quite epoch-making, and 
who have not been able to believe that 
stocks could keep going higher: who 
look always and instinctively for the 
reaction all agree must Some time 
come. The dabbler, as dabbiers do 
after such debacies, transferred his ac- 
count to another and more optimistic 


broker. Which, when the reaction 
does come, may prove equally dan- 
gerous! 


These are simple cases of simple. 


people. But there are others, as the 
young broker related: men, mostly, 
who take a little money and, tem- 
porarily cheating their business and 
jobs of their time, become traders. 
They sit around brokerage offices, 
watching the tape and everything else 
avidly. They would like to make a 
business of Wall street, skimming off 
a fair profit each day as the stock tide 
ebbds and flows. After a time, if their 
money holds out, they get marketwise. 
and either make profits or confess tn 
the end that a shoemaker should stick 
to his last.

It was obvious he knew lit- 
tle or nothing about the market. 
But a friend in another city had 
given him a hot tip that a pool 
was being formed in a certain minor 
stock; and that it would surely go up.

When a stock he deems 
good reaches a point where it is um 
usually low—perhaps because of eco 
nomic conditions or because the big 
operators have purposely pooled to de 
press it—he buys. Correspondingly. 
when it is unreasonably high he sells. 
It is, as he says, a businese—a bust 
ness of study and continuous applies 
tion.

With the average “spec,” as the 
broker says, the procedure is just the 
opposite. He waits until some stock 
gets so high it reaches first-page news. 
Then he buys at the top. The stock 
goes down, of course, either because 
it is just naturally too high for it 
intrinsic value and earning power of 
because the big operators have let g°- 
The inexperienced “spec” gets excited 
and sells, taking his loss just before 
the stock hits low and rebounds.

The mushrooms are chopped 
fine and allowed to stand for two 
hours in the pint of cold water. 
Then they are cooked over a slow 
fire for 30 minutes and the juice 
drained off. 

To the juice is added one pint 
of well-seasoned chicken stock, 


| 
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followed by one pint of thin cream. 
Salt and paprika to taste. Mix the 
tablespoon of flour with a little 
cold milk and add to the soup to 
thicken. When the soup is per- 
fectly smooth and hot, sift 
through a fine strainer. Before 
serving add two tablespoons of 
whipped cream. 

Cold meats are pleasing to the 
Hoover palate. The white meat 
of chicken or turkey, thin alices of 
bolled ham, fresh beef tongue and 
rare roast beef are equally’ en- 
joyed by the President. By no 
stretch of the imagination could 
he be considered a vegetarian.

HERE is one favorite dish 
that ig a supreme joy even 
to read about. For six to 
eight persons it is made as follows: 
Boil six sweet potatoes, put 
through a ricer, add butter the 
size of an egg, a grating of nut- 
meg and salt to taste. Add enough 
thick cream to make a smooth, 
soft consistency and stir in one- 
half pint of ground walnuts. Bake 
10 minutes in a buttered dish. Re- 
move from the oven, cover the top 
with marshmallows and brown as 
for a meringue. Serve at once. 
Plainly, these dishes, and many 


others that find their way onto 
the Hoover menus, would never be 
included in any diet-and-grow-thin 
schedule. Therefore, Dr. Boone 
worries.
